legion. State oficials, including Gov. 
Davis too, have delivered addresses 
and

the soldiers bonus proposal. 
Although there appears to be no or­ 
ganized opposition to this proposal re­ 
plies to a questionnaire sent out by O. 
K. Skimansky, Columbus secretary of 
the Ohio board of commerce to mem­ 
bers of that oganization indicate that 
many Ohio manufacturers feel that 
this* is an inopportune time 
for a 
bonus for Ohio’s former soldiers 
in

constitutional 
amendment is adopted it is estimated 
that the state will pay to its 243,090 
world war 
soldiers, 
sailors 
and 
marines and army nurses approxi­ 
mately $25,000-000 in “adjusted com­ 
pensation” as the former 
soldiers 
term it, at the rate of $10 per month 
for each month each person, eligible 
to the bonus ,spent in the service, 
provided, however, that no recipient of 
the bonus shall 
receive more than 
$250. 
Persons with the rank of captain 
or below, in the army, or marines. 
or corresponding rank in the navy, 
enlistinb from this state, are eligible. 
Those supporting the movement for 
a soldier’s bonus claim, among other 
things that Ute soldier was out of his 
line of civilian occupation so long 
that when he returned to private lite 
and his former position he was the 
first to be discharged or laid off, due 
to industrial depression; that the use 
of this money by the ex-serviceman, 
in every community will help revive 
business and lift the buckeye state 
out of the prevailing business de­ 
pression; that the bonus will cost the 
same as two weeks more in the war 
-would have cost Ohio and that it 
will show the ex-service men that the 
state realizes the inequality of wage 
during the war period. 
The proposed poll amendment if 
adopted would make the Ohio consti­ 
tution, article 12, section I, 
read: 
“The general assembly may provide 
by law for the levying of a poll, OI 
percapita tax.’’ 
The state legislature 
then could 
enact a law requiring each resident 
of Ohio to pay certain sum as an an­ 
nual tax. In a number of other states 
a poll tax ranges from $1 to $2.50 
per head. 
Supporters of the movement for a 
poll tax claim that many foreign 
born residents of Ohio do not pay any 
taxes but are receiving the benefit 
of th© state’s public school system. 
Tile third proposed amendment to 
state 
constitution would provide for 
the reduction of the senatorial dis­ 
tricts to 26 from 34 without material­ 
ly altering the number of senators* 
ranging from 32 to 36. 
Advocates of this proposal 'claim 
that the existing arrangement of sen­ 
atorial districts is unsatisfactory as 
well as antiquated.

New York.'— Because of the re* 
ported discovery of vegetation 
on 
the moon by Professor W. H. Pick­ 
ering, . noted Harvard 
astronomer, 
the recent eclipse aroused unusual 
interest. 
The 
eclipse, 
occuring 
at 
4:14 
o’clock and lasting until 7:34 o’clock 
on the night of October 16, was only 
a partial one and escaped the notice 
of the average man in the street. 
Assuming that Professor Picker- 
Pickering’s observations that there 
is vegetation on that luminary are 
correct, astronomers speculated as 
ho the effect of the earth’s shadow 
on growing crops there. He has ad­ 
vanced the theory that two and one 
half days of sunshine on the Gaud­ 
ies aud atmosphereless moon gives 
it sufficient warmth to start vegeta­ 
tion, some of which reaches matur­ 
ity within two days. 
On the 
theory 
that the eclipse 
produces a cold wave fatal to vege­ 
table life.

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“THE BREWERS HAVE SEVERAL HURDLES YET IX) MAKE’ 
SAYS WAYNE WHEELER. 


A new and intense struggle over the sale of beer and wine in 
the United States appears in prospect as an aftermath of the pub­ 
lication of the long-awaited regulations governing the use of those 
beverages for medicinal purposes. 
Back of the announced purpose of the opposition was a belief 
t hat once the manufacture and sale of beer and wine on any scale 
were sanctioned the prohibition forces would have a real fight on 
their hands to banish them. 
Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for the Anti-Saloon League, said 
the ruling means converting drug stores into “booze shops,” but 
added “the brewers have several hurdles yet to make before medi­ 
cal beer is a reality.” 
“Most of the State laws prohibit it,” he said; “others have 
limitations that make it impracticable. 
For instance Minnesota 
allows only one pint in ten days; Michigan only eight ounces of 
liquor.” 
State laws prevent physicians in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and Iowa 
from prescribing beer and wines. 
Among the States in which “it will be practicable to prescribe 
beer” Mr. Wheeler named New Jersey and Pennsylvania. But the 
brewers, he predicted will have trouble in getting permits owing to 
their past records. 
It seems, and it is so stated 
in the soon-to-be-well-known 
regulations, that any patient may have ten quarts of beer and two 
quarts of wine this day. Tomorrow and tomorrow and all the to­ 
morrows he may have as much more. There is no limit on the day- 
to-day prescriptions that may be issued and filled for a single “ail­ 
ing” individual. 
This is the sort of “fake legislation” that seems inherent in 
our fuddling, puttering, experimental ideas on prohibition. It will 
work double harm. The debauching of drug stores, the incentive 
to bootleggers and the certain trouble it will make will do injury to 
the cause of the reasonable liberals who would like to see light 
beers and wines legalized. It is a blow at that absolute prohibition 
that has been decreed for us and will add enormous burdens to an 
overworked, troubled, enforcement bureau.
